doing business in this state. 
They do 


not comply with the laws of the state. It 
a person should insure in one ot these 
companies, and should suffer a loss 
by lire, in case of a disagreement 
with tho company in an effort to sottleF 
he could not sne the company and re- 
cover. 
The 
point which 
Insurance 


Commissioner Spooner wanted to make 
by tbe law of last winter was to force 
tbeso companies to .leave the state or 
comply with tho law under which all re- 
sponsible companies [are doing business. 
Under the old law hecnuld not prose- 
cute the underground companies because 
there was no provision made for the pay- 
ment of expenses by tho slate. Finally, 
after u general but informal consultation 
ot state officers, members of the legists, 
tare and prominent insurance espcrts.it 
was determined to dratc u hill turning 
oTer this business o£ prosecution into the 
hands ol the insurance commissioner,— 
and half ot the penalties collected, to 
him, 
instead of to tho [district attorneys, 


who would not and could not;act;the 
bill also contained provisions allowing 
service to be made direct; on tho com- 
panies themselves, at their several head- 
quarters. This bill became a law in the 
legislature ot 1885, wilhout a dissenting 
voice. 


Tho Madison Democrat which had 


taken B position adverse to the law and 
Ihe course ,of Commissioner Spooney 
says: "Tho Democrat is surprised to 
learn, what seems to be a taor, that while 
the.state is" paying $5,000 annually for an 
attorney g jneral and an assistant, there 
is not a provision of law in existence by 
which these officers oan procure a cent to 
pay expenses ot litigation. Not a paper 
oan be served, not a witness procured, 
not evan a judgment can bo entered by a 
olerk unless these ofliaers pay tho expense 
from their ealariea. 
Ot course such 


prosecutions as those underground in- 
surance oasas oould not bo carried on tor 
a month by these legal oflicers without 
they were willing to pay ont their salaries 
for a yaar in eipecses. 
In the light 


of these facts, it is not strango that the 
oases were not prosecuted before the 
passage of the late law, providing halt the 
flaos for expenses. 
The commissioner 


frankly states that he hope* to win 
enough ot these cases to make something, 
ind it -would seem that bo ougut to make 
something. Aa tho case now stands both 
the insurance commissioner mid assistant 
attorney general ure clearly ri^ht in those 
prosecutions, aud no citizen of 
the 


state has any good ground ot com- 
plaint." 


So tho moiety scheme which tLe Sent-

might suddenly produce this exodus of gold.

As tho crowd was passing tho Mutual works, 
thoy attacked a colored workman nnd beat 
him insonsiblo. 


Al» 3 o'clock in tho afternoon tbo L'uivus 


had nearly reached Mt. Pleasant and v,'oi-o 
starting for tho Standard works when they 
wore met by a body of twenty Pittsburg 
policemen, seventeen United SuiWs di^pu 
in uniform and twenty-live deputies ii: 
citizens clothes. 
As tho officers marched up 


tho strikers drow up in battle array, pru 
sentiug a bold front. 
Tho strikers carried 


two American flags, and woro armed with 
revolvers, knives, axes and clubs. Detective 
Brophy attempted to arrest ono of the lead- 
ers, when tho ofllcers were immediately sni-- 
roundod, but by prompt action with their 
maces drove tho crowd back and arrested 
two o£ tho loaders.

bravely faced the Hungarians and finally 
drove them over tho hill toward tho Alice 
mines. Thirteen Hungarians woro arrested 
and seat to Grroonsburg. 
Considering the 


length oC the battle and tho shots fired it 
is surprising no one was killed. It ia re- 
ported some fifteen Hungarians were badly 
wounded but it can not bo confirmed. 


Raids by strikers were also made on th« 


Donneley and Diamond mines, throe miles 
from here. 
Five Hungarians and thi'Oo 


Americans were fatally beaten and consid- 
erable property was destroyed. The situa- 
tion is sorious, and further outbreak* are 
expected.

Another objects that such an 
association would encourage pauperism. 
Taking tho first objection that there are 
no poor in Janesville except what tho 
county provides for: The county poor 
fund would probably prevent any' oafes 
of actual starvation or freezinp.1 toduatk; 
It goes barely beyond Ihis, and all over 
onr oity, during cold weather, are people 
who cannot get work, and who are too 
proud, in many oases, to ask help of tto 
town, who BO nearly roach the guafilly 
conditions 
mentioned above, that it 


amounts to actual Buffering. 
This can 


be easily proved if tbe skeptic will take 
tte trouble, this bitter weather, to visit, 
carefully the various wards of oar city. 


Taking tha next objection that tho 


cburehoa and various orders provide for 
their 
own poor: 
We grant that the 


ohnrohes are trying to do their duty in 
tnia respect, ani that the societies, es- 
pecially the Relief Corps of the Grand 
Army, are doing a noblo wark; but tho 
wants of tho deserving poor of our oity 
are not mat entirely, even by these phil- 
anthropic workers. 


. Comparatively only a small proportion 


of our people belong to either church or 
aaoiety, and whatever motive wo would 
use, to induce them to connect thumaelvcB 


with these, certainly no houast raau 
would urge tho 'need of bread and f utl as 
a reason for so doing. Thua the needs 
of many are not met in this way. In re- 
gard to tbe third objection that such an 
association would anoourago pauperism, 
we think it would havo a direct tendency 
to discourage it. The association would 
establish a system ot district visiting 
whereby every needy»case would be 
tnoronghly investigated and help would 
be refused those who wore able to help 
themselnes orwhoan vicious habits ren- 
dered them undeserving. 


The practical working of the Keliof 


Association has been tried in many citio8 


and has been found to be a success, so 
that in forming suoh an association we 
would not be starting out on untried 
ground. 
Union is strength, and if all 


those interested in helping their unfortu- 
nate brethren would unite in one associ- 
ation, not oonmicted with sect or orderi 
but whioh should belong to the city, all 
who needed it conld be helped, and help- 
ad more easily than the portion now are.
